The figures following the names indicate the terms in which 
the scholars were perfect, viz: 1 first term, 2 second term, 3 
third term. In districts Nos. 13 and 17 there was but one 
term. In districts Nos. 3 and 6 there were three terms. In 
all the others there were two. ‘The three Nos., or the two, in 
case there were but two terms, indicate the highest merit. 
Mistakes may possibly have found their way into this roll, but 
we hope it will be found accurate. - 1 

The whole number of Common and High School scholars: 
for the year is 579, being a decrease of 14 from last year ; 
the average daily attendance has been 446, being an increase 
of 32 over last year. 

Many of the teachers have done well, and we would gladly 
see them retained in the schools; a few, having undertaken 


a work to which they were not adapted, have partially failed ; 
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and one, after a trial of a few weeks, was dismissed by the 
committee. 

A prominent fault with some teachers is that of confining 
themselves too closely to the text-book in conducting the reci- 
tation; this is perhaps due to the fact that the teacher is 


' wanting in that breadth of knowledge which is requisite to 


complete success in the school room. It is not enough that 
teachers are able to pass an examination in those branches in 
which they are by law required to be examined to obtain a 
certificate from the committee ; but in order to meet with the 
best success, they need that general mental culture which is 
obtained from a more extended course of study. Teachers 
should never feel that their education is completed; but as 


long as they would teach others, should themselves continue 


to study. 

One branch which is too generally neglected in our schools 
is reading. . Many teachers, who are themselves good readers, 
and in other respects very acceptable teachers, either from 
incompetency to teach this particular branch, or willful neglect, 
pay little or no attention to the reading classes other than to 
see that the words are correctly pronounced. But it is just 
as true in regard to reading as it is with regard to any other 
branch of school studies, that no adequate progress can be 
made without zealous and laborious efforts on the part of both 
feacher and learners. System and careful training should be 
practiced in the reading lesson as well as in the arithmetic 
lesson. 

The registers have generally been very imperfectly made 
out. They are, we know, somewhat complex and difficult, 


but as long as we are obliged by law to use them, teachers » 


should show themselyes equal to the emergency. It is im- 
possible for the Committee to make a full report to the State, 
as by law required, unless teachers make correct reports. 
The statute provides that no teacher shall receive payment 


for his services until he shall produce to the Prudential Com- | 


mittee a certificate from the Town Committee stating that the 


register has been properly returned to them. A copy of this _ 


statute is printed upon the cover of each school register. Itf 
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by this law it would assist us very much in ob

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The High School and the Grammar Department have both 
been unusually prosperous during the year. For this pros-— 
perity a three-fold credit should be given: 1st, to the town, 
for a generous appropriation whereby three full terms of 12 
weeks each have been enjoyed; 2d, to the assiduous and well 
timed efforts of the teachers, Mr. Julius N. Mallory and Miss 
Anna M. Burke; and 3d, to the spirit of hearty co-operation 
and good will among the pupils and their parents. Never 
was the school more highly prized. by those attending it, and 
never was its reputation better in the community and even in 
the towns around. ‘The tuition pupils from other towns have 
been greatly pleased with the school, and have been a great 
help to us, not only in eking out our finances, but also in 
contributing much to the high tone and noble purpose now 
pervading the school. We think that but very few schools of 
like grade can be found, in which good order and a right 
spirit so generally prevail as in this school. It is expected 
that the next term will commence April 7th. 

The whole number of scholars in attendance in the High 
School has been 46; 16 boys, 30 girls. Average attendance, 
dl. 

The whole number in the Grammar Department has been 
34; 15 boys, 19 girls. Average attendance, 27. Uniting 
these results, whole number, 80; 31 boys, 49 girls. Average 
attendance, 58. 

The whole number is not quite as large as last year, but 
there has been more steadiness of attendance. The great 
majority this year have attended throughout the entire year. 

Without expense to the town a very good apparatus for 
illustrating the Metric System.of,weights and measures, has 
been provided. ‘ > 4 

Other things, as maps, charts, philosophic apparatus, and 
a dictionary, are much to be desired. It is the wish of the 
scholars, as we learn, that the money raised by the recent 
exhibition (so creditable and satisfactory to all) be expended 
to meet some pressing needs in this direction. 

A. telegraphic ins: rument put up and equipped at the ex- 
pense of the Principal, has proved a very interesting and 


’ 
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valuable help. Quite a number of scholars are learning the 
art of telegraphy, and nearly all are acquiring such theoretical 
knowledge of the system, as may be of great advantage to 
them in the future. 

We rejoice that the High School has a strong: hold upon the 
affections of the people. ‘Sad would be the day when the 
people should turn against it, or consent to cripple its power 


for good among the rising generation. We would not ask. — 


for any increase of appropriation this year, but we would 
venture to suggest that any diminution of appropriation would 
be prejudicial to the best interests of the town. We have 
just come to the point where a high degree of success is 
attainable, if we can hold steadily at that point. This is all 
we ask. 

We venture to suggest, also, that our Common Schools 
should be maintained in the same way. We cannot believe 
that the good judgment of the people will suffer a retrograde 
movement to commence in these confessedly hard times. We 
can afford to do almost any thing rather than starve the minds 


_and cripple the intellectual energies of our children. 


In closing, we cannot but express our regret that consoli- 
dation of districts should be so long postponed. Our present 
district system necessitates the waste of money to a sad 
degree, and the wonder is that people in these times of pecun- 
iary stringency should be willing to waste their money on a 


_ system which though well adapted, perhaps, to a former genera- 


tion, is ill-adjusted and wasteful in this. ‘This town could be 
very comfortably divided into 15 districts, instead of 20 as 
now; and now is the time to do it, before school-houses now 
poor, are repaired, and de to block the way of this much 
needed reform. di hy 7 
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
